Shortly afterwards, skydivers 


will drop from 7,500 feet, with a 
possible linkup planned between 
two of the performers.

FERRYBOAT DISASTER 


BRINDISI, Italy (AP) — A 


ferryboat with more than 1,000 
persons on board caught fire in 
the heaving Adriatic Sea en 
route from Greece to Italy today 
and all abandoned ship. Italian 
officials reported at least 30 
persons had perished. 


They said rescue ships had 


picked up 850-870 survivors from 
the rough sea.

Numbering System Being Studied 
For Tehama County Rural Areas

40,001 Highway 36 and 1 


Newville Road may become 
part of the Tehama County 
address sytem. 


Tehama County's planning 


commission is seeking a way to 
number each established and 
potential address within the 
borders of the county. It ap- 
pointed Bob McCullough, county 
planner, to develop a system 
satisfactory to postal service, 
fire and law enforcement of- 
ficials and one with which 
residents would live. 


McCullough's main plan at 


this point calls for 500 numbers a 
mile, with 0 numbers at the 
county's western and southern 
extremes. Zero points would be 
the Glenn County line to the 
south and the triangle junction 
of Tehama, Trinity and Shasta 
county lines to the west. 


Red Bluff streets are num- 


bered with zero points at the 
east and south. 


An alternative plan to the use 


of directional extremes would be 
to disect the county into quar-

Hint Workers May 
Collect Frozen Pay 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In a 


wake of Japan's decision to let 
the yen float in international 
money trading, the Nixon ad- 
ministration has hinted to 
workers they eventually may be 
allowed to collect frozen pay 
increases. 


"I feel that as much as 


possible, where there are bona 
fide, legalistic contracts, people 
should get what they have 
coming 
to 
them," 
Asst 


Secretary of Labor W. J. Usery 
said Friday 


Labor sources estimated $500 


million in negotiated wage in- 


creases are frozen under the 
wage-price sanctions 


Usery said at a news con- 


ference no final determination 
has been made on whether 
workers may collect the pay 
hikes, but he said the ad- 
ministration is considering such 
action in response to organized 
labor's complaints. 


"I think in due time these 


decisions will be made," he said. 


Usery's comments came amid 


statements by the government 
and leading economists that the 
floating of the yen signified a 
victory for Nixon's policies.

California, of efforts being made 
to 
control 
the 
vigorously 


spreading pest, and of proposals 
for eradicating it from the state. 


Johnsongrass 
infestation is 


becoming more widespread with 
each passing year, and is almost 
beyond 
control 
in 
Tehama 


County and in Butte, Yuba, 
Glenn, 
Merced, 
Madera, 


Fresno, Kings, San Joaquin, 
Stanislaus and Tulare Counties, 
Youngclaus declared. 


He said losses caused by 


Johnsongrass run into many 


millions of dollars each year, it 
is indicated by estimates from 
farmers, bank loan officials and 
appraisers, 
university 


agronomy and extension weed 
specialists, seed and chemical 
firms, 
and by real estate 


brokers. 


Youngclaus 
listed 
these 


control methods: 


1. Spray 
oil — multiple 


treatments 
per 
year 
were 


necessary. 


2. Dowpon — usually 4 times a 


year needed to control. 


3. Anzar — also more than a 


single treatment needed. 


4. Dowpon "C" — a mixture of 


50 Ibs. Dowpon plus 25 Ibs. TCA 
plus 2 gallons X77 in 600 gallons 
of water. Now being used and 
judged best by U.C. and County 
Agriculture Departments. 


5. Dry farming to small 


grains. 


6. Summer fallow — working 


the ground 2 or 3 times when 
dry. These last two are a help 
and probably one of the best 
controls in badly infested crop 
land. 


The 
Grain 
Committee's 


proposal is to aim first for 
establishment of "Johnsongrass 
Free" areas, and then to expand 
those areas gradually until the 
entire state is Johnsongrass 
free. This is the plan of attack: 


1. Instigate an 
extensive 


program of education at both 
urban and rural levels em- 
phasizing economic losses to 
farmers and to our total state 
farm groduction which affects 
the economy of the entire state. 
Encourage farmers to contact 
local boards of supervisors, 
county 
agriculture com- 


missioners, private and public 
irrigation districts and all ASCS

which it can spread, both by

the virus, Sugarcane Mosaic, 
which winters over in the 
rhizomes and is transmitted to 
corn and sorghum fields in the 
spring by several species of 
aphids. 


Near catastrophic losses have 


occurred in both field corn and 
sweet corn in California and 
sorghum losses are now under 
study.

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Farm Products Retail 
Prices, Costs Higher 


Now's Time To Plan 
Range Clover Seeding 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Agriculture Department says 
the retail cost of selective farm 
products rose .9 per cent in July. 
The over-all cost was 2.3 per 
cent more than a year ago. 


The market-basket selection 


is used by the department as a 
means of charting food prices 
and the amount received by 
farmers. 


The department said the 


largest increases were in eggs 
and fruits and vegetables, 
mainly apples, grapefruit, 
lettuce and tomatoes. Beef 


prices were down from June but 
still 4 per cent above the year 
earlier. Pork prices rose but 
remained 11 per cent below a 
year ago. 


Most of the increase was due 


to increasing cost in assembly, 
processing, transporting and 
distributing the 
food, 
the 


department said. The money 
paid farmers rose .7 per cent, 
but the department said far- 
mers' share of the consumer 
dollar remains at 38 cents — the 
same as in June but 2 cents 
lower than a year ago. 


Prune Harvest On

November will be time to seed 
annual clover on range land, 
Farm Advisor Ken Ellis pointed 
out this week, and he advised 
ranchers 
to 
start 
making 


preparations, ordering seed and 
fertilizer and preparing a seed 
bed. 


He advised a mixture of rose 


and subterranean clover seeded 
12 to 15 pounds to the acre. It 
should be accompanied by at 
least 400 pounds to the acre of 
singe superphosphate fertilizer, 
he said. The seed can be either 
drilled or broadcast. 


Rose varieties are Wilton, 


Hykon, 
and 
Kondinin; 
sub 


varieties Daliak, Woogenellup, 
and Howard. They come from 
Australia, and the mixes are 
made on a custom basis. 


Ellis said the clovers thrive on 


heavy grazing. They produce 
more forage and are of higher 
quality than much native grass, 
he said. They provide early 
grazing in the fall, and are 
available as dry feed in the 
spring and early summer. 


Seed should be covered no 


more than a quarter inch.

surcharge on imports was 
viewed with some concern by 
the federation president.

our ability to sell U. S. farm 
products on the world market. 
Exports represent a significant 
part of the total market for our 
agricultural production, with 
the production of about one acre 
in four being exported." 


Minute 
predator 
parasite 


wasps from Mexico are being 
tested in two Tehama County 
orchards' for controlling navel 
orange worms in almonds and 
walnuts, Farm Advisor Joe 
Osgood has announced. 


The almost invisible little 


parasite has the almost un- 
pronounceable scientific name 
of Pentalitomastix plethoricus. 
It lives inside the navel orange 
worm, a half-inch pest which 
grows inside almonds, and to a 
lesser extent, inside walnuts. 


The wasps are introduced by 


placing little cages containing 
worms infested with them in 
orchards. The worms cannot 
escape, but the wasps can. 


Osgood said that cages nave 


been placed in a Frank Wood 
almond orchard near Vina, and 
in a Roland Wigno walnut or- 
chaitl in Lo" Robles. 


The navel orange worm has 


become 
a 
serious pest in 


almonds in other parts of the 
state, Osgood said, though it has 
not yet caused much damage in 
Tehama County.

Secretary Retiring 
After 41 Years 


FIREBAUGH, Calif. (AP) — 


California officials and UCLA 
have begun an experimental 
project aimed at removing the 
salt from runoff irrigation water 
so it can be discharged without 
harm to the environment or, 
ideally, recycled. 


The key is a process called 


reverse osmosis whereby the 
salty water, which also contains 
lesser amounts of nitrates and 
boron, is forced under pressure 
through a filtering membrane 
that holds back the dissolved 
solids. 
The main operating station is 


at Firebaugh, 25 miles west of 
Fresno in the giant San Joaquin 
Valley which as the center of the 
state's multibillion dollar a year 
agri-business relies on massive 


amounts of water for irrigation. 


Reverse osmosis has been 


known about for years. The 
problem 
lies 
in 
finding 
a 


membrane that will do the job 
yet be inexpensive enough and 
allow the water to pass through 
it fast enough to be practical, 
says J.W. McCutchan of the 
UCLA School of Engineering 
and Applied Science. 


"We have already proved — 


under 
much 
tougher ocean 


water conditions — that the 
membranes can reduce salt 
water to potable levels. But 
removing the nitrates and boron 
will be a new and much tougher 
job," he says. And that will be 
the project's challenge. 


UCLA 
will 
provide 
the 


technical experience while the 


actual tests will be conducted by 
the State Department of Water 
Resources, which has become 
increasing concerned with the 
impact of the salty 
runoff 


irrigation 
water 
that 
is 


discharged 
into 
the 
state's 


waterways. 


Under the California water 


project, 
for example, used 


irrigation water from the San 
Joaquin Valley will be carried 
by the San Luis dram into the 
Sacramento River delta, where 
environmentalists say it could 
increase the salt content to 
where it threatens existing plant 
and animal life.

obtained her small-tract lease 
from the Bureau fraudulently. .. 
On the contrary, it appears that 
the immediately 
concerned 


Bureau employes knew, more or 
less, that she intended to operate 
a house of prostitution on the 
land. 


"Apparently, the concerned 


Bureau employes were satisfied 
that there were no legal 
prohibitions to the operation of 
such a house on the land in 
question, particularly as the

He 
said Madam Harrell, therefore, 
had "failed to observe the terms 
of the government lease" which 
prohibits leases for illegal 
operations. 


"The Bureau is authorized to

SAN DIEGO (AP) — Thirteen 


points separated the San Diego 
Chargers from one of the best 
records in the National Football 
League last season. 


They were that close to a 12-2 


record. Instead, they wound up 
with a lackluster 5-6-3 mark and 
third place behind Oakland and 
Kansas City for the fifth con- 
secutive season. 


Last year's Chargers, who had 


trouble protecting quarterback 
John Had! from the pass rush 
and couldn't complement his 
throwing with a running threat, 
lost by two points to Baltimore 
and Green Bay and by three 
points to Oakland and Cin- 
cinnati. 


They played to draws with 


Oakland, Houston and Denver. 


Such near-success may not 


dictate too many changes in 
personnel but the "new-look" 
Chargers 
have 
undergone 


probably a complete facelifting. 


Sid 
Gillman, 
the 
club's 


executive vice president, has 
turned 
over 
the 
general 


managership to Harland Svare 
and will concentrate on the head 
coaching responsibility. It's his 
16th season as a pro head coach, 
a job he had to leave in 1969 
because of illness. 


The Chargers have made a 


number of major player tran- 
sactions since whipping Kansas 
City 31-13 to finish 1970. Some of 
the moves 
rid 
Gillman of 


malcontents 
and 
problem 


players, such as: 


—Wide 
receiver 
Lance 


Alworth, 
the former all-pro 


performer who had disputed his 
1970 contract, traded to Dallas 
for tight end Pettis Norman, 
offensive tackle Tony Liscio and 
defensive tackle Ron East. 


—Tight end Willie Frazier, a 


big, swift receiver who didn't 
get along with Gillman, sent to 
Houston 
for 
guard 
Doug 


Wilkerson. 


—Defensive 
end 
Ron 


Billingsley, 
who 
said 
he 


wouldn't play for Gillman again, 
and 
offensive 
tackle 
Gene 


Ferguson, dealt to Houston for 
wide receiver Jerry LeVias. 


—Dick Post, the small but 


effective running back who was 
holding out for more money, 
sent to Denver for a 
draft 


choice. 


The 
Chargers 
also 
dealt 


veteran running back 
Brad 


Hubert to Pittsburgh for tight 
end J. R. Wilhurn. 


Gillman defended his trades 


when he said: "Our pass offense 
is 30 per cent better this year. 
Our receiving is the best we've 
had the last couple of years." 


Notably, Gillman made the 


comment before the Chargers 
acquired the services of LeVias, 
an explosive receiver who may 
prevent teams from stacking 
defenses against Gary Garrison, 
whose 22.9-yard average per 
catch led the NFL in 1970.

However, 
we have never intentionally rolled up a score against a team or 
engaged in verbal harassment with an opponent. 


We are convinced after the wonderful turn out and loyal support 


from the Red Bluff fans and sponsors that we play the brand of 
softball most people enjoy watching. 


To those teams who feel we should leave the league which we 


formed and have no intention of leaving, we suggest they put in a 
little work and effort to improve the quality of the league rather 
than complain about a team who doesn't enjoy "ho-hum games" 
any more than the losers do. 


To any interested party, below are six rules we have found 


helpful to us and are more than willing to pass along to others: 


1. Proper instruction, conditioning and practice. 
2. Always try to do one's best. 
3. Never give up. 
4. Be positive for your own team, not negative toward your 


opponents. 


5. Teamwork. 
6. Never guzzle, puff or stuff before or during the games.
